IMMIGRATION. 

Thft K^fVhwpat rebellion as an oru'imizod 
effort is at an end; b ut for some time to 
"corntlTinKSSilrrcO 
will bo subject ■ to littlo outbreaks which 
-will produce a fooling pf; insecurity and 
prevent many intendii)i,'iBttlor3 from go- 
ing thoro. The perfect security which 
British Columbia has to offer iminiyrants 
ougjkt to be and is an imiiortant factor in 
promoting tho sottlement of the country. 
It will- not bo, contended that tho present 
is a tinio for a largo inllux of imniigrnnts 
.with, littlo, or no means, liut men with 
capital siilllcient to clear iiiul driiin a por- 
tion of the land they umy acciuiro and 
erect tho necessary buildiiig.i would, \ve 
feel sure, have no cause to regret their 
'coming. Given the reasonably favorable 
conditions incident to life in a now coun- 
try there is no province in the Do 
minion that holds out greater induceinenl.s 
tiuin this. As .a class we believe 
farn-.era are the best off of any in the 
country notwithstanding that most of the 
bust farms have been hown out of tho 
green timber- or redeemed by dykea 
or drains from, watery wastes. Tho prices 
obtained for • farm' produce have always 
been good. Tho produelH of the dairy 
and the field vie with oacii otlier in con- 
tributing to tho enrichment of tiio farmer. 
British Columbia cannot . lay claim to the 
broad e.\panse of agricultural lands whicli 
the Northwest has '.o oiler, neither can 
aho bo accused of pos.ies.sing a climate that 
locks up her rivers HI Octnlior, lioldiu!; 
tlieui in icy embrace unt il the following' 
April, and covers her plains fiMui early in 
the fall till late in the spring with a man 
tie of snow. For all purpo.ses of outdoor 
avocations tho climate of the I'acific prov- 
ince is unrivalled in the Domiuion, and 
no practical man of tho class wo have de- 
scribed can possibly do wrong in aeijuir- 
ing good laiul anywhere on tlie island or 
mainland belts, n-!'' f irming it in a sya- 
tematio and intelligent manner. 

" ALL'S well:' 

Hritish Coluuibia'a roprosoiitalivps have 
done well. During the se.^sion just closed 
they have secured tho [las.-iage ol an act 
raatriotiuK tho intlux of Uliineso labor and 
have preserved tho manhood sutfratjo pri- 
vilege in the franchise bill. No Buaaion 
than that which has just been brouffht to' 
an end lias been fraoyiit wirli more im- 
portant results to tlu! [irnviuce, and peo- 
ple have never had go-eater caii.se than now 
to folicila to themselves on t lie happy results 
of Ottawa legislation. Tho inombers, so 
far OS we can see, have worked unceasing 
ingly to attain two groat ends. It is a 
fortunate circumstance that they are uii- 
truiiimelled by the ties of party fealty, 
and that they have no interi'sts hero 
or elsewhere that would 1)1! iniperileil by 
the shutting out of Cliniene hibnr . .Ul 
seem to have worked unceasingly and 
unitedly in support of a policy to which 
they were ciunmitted at tho last election.

The shortage 
(estimated) of the C(dimibia pack is from 
175,000 to liOO,000 cases. l'.ut results 
may nut support this estimate and tho 
pack moy nearly equal that of last year, 
which reached some (ioO.OOO cases — the 
largest ever known. If, however, the 
estimate should be borne out tlie effect 
exerted ou the London market wdl cer- 
tainly be inost favorable and canuers may 
look for a reasonnblo proCt as tho result 
of the yjaar'i^p{keihitipns. . ' ;

successful and have secured more conces 
sions than wore e.xpeuted. It justilies the 
strike, but complains bitterly of the in- 
terference of tho authorities in favor of 
tlie employers. Many inatanei's are given 
of this interference, li is e\rn tleclaicd 
that the Berlin postoHice de|);irLnu!nt at- 
tcinptotl to injure the striko liy inti'rrtipt 
ii.g sums of money Hent to the strikers by 
Bym[>atlii/,ers from different parts of the 
empire. Despite the virtual ending of 
the contest, l>uildiiig in Berlin remainu 
[iractically suspended. Tlio fight was 
so very bitter, and tin rough (ui 
the part of the masons that it is iloubt- 
ful if the building trade can be readjusted 
this year. Six thuuaaiid bricklayers be 
foro tho ending of the hostilities had gone 
away from I-Serlin. Nearly alt of them 
are now engaged at harvest labor in dif- 
ferent parts of Oerniany, One inombor 
i){ the strikers' commiltee went to per- 
suade a non-union mason named I'orat to 
desist from working under rates during 
the strike. Porst'a employer encouraged 
hini to assault the coiiiinitttHinian for his 
iiiferfcirenee. This I'orst did so elieclive- 
ly that the coininiltooniaii was taken to 
an hnapitiil w hore hi! died. (.)f course the 
olllcers arri'stiid Burst but ollici.al sym- 
pathy has been extended him in many 
ways. The friends of tho dead commit- 
teeman were arranging to give him a 
grand burial, but the police authorities 
issued an order prohibiting a procession 
of any kind to his grave.

San FiiANfi.sco, July 'JOth. 
Tho English ship Harl of'Dalhouso is 
still a prisiuior t;; ^^[itunn though tho 
fifth attempt to raise her, on Wodnosday 
last was partially successful. She now 
liea with lun- bow well out of water and 
her broken masts revealed. From lying 
HO long in an inverted position on the sea 
bed she'is covered with mud and slime, 
and it will require a pretty penny to re- 
store her to order. It is thought that one 
or two more days' work will bring her 
into position at the wlnirf of the Union 
Iron Works which will conclude tho con- 
tract of that finii, after wdiich she will bo 
put upon the dry dock. 

.MI.SSION ILVY 

where this ve.sael sank, lies off tho 
Potroro, a suburb of tho city which ire- 
quiros a letter for itself. Ships under 
orders for cargoes lie waiting in Mission 
Bay, and. there is generally quite ii,j floot 
of them. The littlo island, "Mission 
Rock," belonging to tho company looks 
like a fragineiil of the wharf-begirt shore 
drifted olf into the bay, as it is entirely 
surrounded by wdiarves and covered witli 
warehouses. 

The lower part of town skirting the 
harbor is a revelation to one whoso mode 
of life seldom oalls him to visit the depots 
of colnineroe. l''roni the ferry landings, 
foot of iMarket street one may w.ilk for 
several miles towards tho south (as well 
as toward ttie north) on alinust a continu- 
ous lino of wharves. 

rut: fkkky laniiinus 
tlieniselves are a scene of never waning 
interest. Every half hour tho commodi- 
ous steamers carry hundreds of passengers 
across the bay in diflTorent directions. 
There aro the Oakland, Alameda, Sauco- 
lito and Sau Rafael ferries, besides tho 
river boats. From a neighboring pier I 
noticed ihreu stoaniera, at precisely tho 
same moineiil, entering their respective 
docKs from which the three outgoing boats 
had steamed out but a moment or two 
before. 

Looking out across the water our har- 
bor presented a beautiful scone. In con- 
trast to tho ferries walking acros.i the 
water at a seven-league boots pace, sever-, 
al large ships riding at anchor tar out in 
the bay looked calm and majestic. A 
brig under full sail which had just coino 
through tlie(iate, t)ore down ou us like 
a great white birii, and various craft flit- 
ted about us in the aftoriioou suiisbiiio. 
The Alameda shore with its piers was 
dimly visible oii the other side, and iiearer 
at hand lay Ooat Island behind which 
were the torpedo boats destined for Vic- 
toria, not visible, however, from the city 
front. .-^11 looked calm and beautiful, but 
what a Inisy acuiie surrounded us ! Tho 
city front at this point is devoted to lum- 
ber yards, the great piles extending as 
near tho thoroughfare of the wharf as al- 
lowalde, ami (Uily narrow aisles separating 
and distinguishing the property of dilfer- 
ent dealers. From the iniiiii wharf piers 
jut out at intervals, and each one of tliese 
IS surrounded on its Ihroo sides by vessels 
loading or disoharging. One lay weighted 
to the water lino with planed lumber; 
fnun another great spars were being un- 
lo.ided, an a|iorture low down iii|tlie Ixjw 
having been opened for the purpose of 
getting out part of the cargo stowed tliiire. 
.'\ number uf fine ships, principally Eng- 
llah, were unloading coal and a verjr.inter- 
i'stiiig sight it was. In spite of the mn- 
chinuiy used scores of men are working 
about in various capacities. 

Passing wdiarf after wharf devoted to 
general shipping we reach tho 

O. li. AND N. 00. '.s 
dock — a busy spot on this afternoon as a 
.steamer was to leave for Portland the fol- 
lowing morning. Still farther on the 
Moroiiant's dry dock is reached, where we 
saw on the ways tho City of Papeete and 
a little coasting Rtoanior. The Pacific 
Mail Company's dock is very extensive 
and (1110 or two of the largo (Oriental 
steamers would be well worth a visit, but 
the day is fur spent and we must turn to- 
ward home again. Instead of meander- 
ing alons tho wharves we will climb the 
First street hill and have a look at this 
iddpart^'of town. The first 'noticeable 
object is the Sailor's Ilonio, built in 1857 
for a marine hospital. Its vast size and 
the solidity of its siructure testify to the 
great future of this port. 

Wo aro now in what was onco an aristo- 
cratic neighborhood The houses even 
yet show traces of their former glory, but 
are mostly occupied as sailors' boarding 
houses, and tho region supports a swarm - 
ing population. 

Some blocks farther on toward Market 
street wo reach the region of foundries 
and machino shops and O! what a noise is 
there. The place 

rAiui.Y .siiun;Ks 
with the voices of iron and steel and brass. 
One workshop follows another till we 
wcuider what they can possibly all bo do- 
ing. But lluiir products strew their sluipa 
and tho sidewalks beyond. There are 
great engines and boilers and wdieela and 
chains, and an endless variety of grim- 
looking objects for which only tho initi- 
ated can assign a use. There is onia- 
immtal work too, iron pillars to support 
the balconies of palatial residences; iron 
fencing and fancy gratings, wire work for 
many iiiirposes and other things too 
iiunierous to mention. 

This realm of vulciui passed, wo find 
ourselves within a short distance of that 
i'jciil dividing line. Market street. 

"run OXIIKH KIOK OK .maukkt" 
is the popular designation of that part of 
tho city through ndiich wo have been 
passing and which differs osBontially from 
the north side of that wide thoroughfare. 
Thin lattt»r region lias long boon the popu- 
lar quarter, both for business and out be- 
yond, for residences, tho south side of 
Market boing abandoned to the poorer 
population, small trade and "tar flatters" 
generally. But a change for the better 
has lately boon coming over somo.of these 
old streets and a favorable tido is agaiii 
flowing in tho direction of Spear, Fre- 
mont, First and Second streets. Not that 
bu.siiiofls has deserted tho north side of 
Market street; it has rather

and during the last year or two a largo 
number of flue buildings have been erect- 
ed in place of the ancient wooden struc- 
tures that onise Boeiued to arrest tho tide 
of 'prbgresa: ' Among the fiViiaa" which have 
moved across Market are Huntingdon, 
Hopkins ifc Co., Sprockles & Co., and 
Doe & Co. 

Several lar/'o buildings aro now in 
course of erection in this neighborhood of 
which we can only mention the immense 
block lately begun by Peter Donahue. It 
u.vioodc whole block cn Miiiaidri' street, 
275 feet fronts and 183 feet each on Fre- 



mont and First streets. The cost is to bo 
§400,000. The ground was all piled first 
and the foundation is of solid granitei.: 
Like the Palace hotel, it will have an open 
court in the centre fur light and;-for the 
convenience of ocoiipants iu the loading of' 
teams, etc. '

in all parts of the city is steadily advaiio- 
ing in value. Half a million was refused 
the other day by James O. Flood for his 
property corner of Fourth and Market.

SHOCKING SUICIDE. 

Peter Allen llaii{;s Iliiiiseir to 
II is; Cell Window ni 
tiic Gaol. 

Yesterday afternoon Peter Alien, an 
Indiuii from Fort Simpson cominittud 
suicide at the ijaol. Ho was sontonced at 
Fort Simpson to niiio months imprison- 
luent fur beating his clootchman, and wna 
ehtered at the yanl on May 51 li. Sinco 
his incarceration he has been sick and Je- 
apondent, and at times would sit for 
hours in a sulky moud not deigning to 
• notice anyone who attempted to apeak to 
hiui. Yoatorday afternoon about half- 
paat throe o'clock, Mr, liutcl'.eaon passed 
Allen's cell and noticed him sittint; down 
in a dejected manner, he thought nothing 
of the man's despondency, however, as it 
was ao habitual with htm. At twenty 
minutes to four as Mr, Hutoheson again 
passed the cell, he saw Alien hanging to 
the grating in the cell door. IJo imnied- 
iafoly assisted the determined suicide to 
the door of the coll and caused Dr. Tay- 
lor to be summoned, but life was extinct 
when the doctor arrived a few minutoa af- 
tferward. The deceased was a heavy man 
about forty tivo years of age, and the 
weight of his body easily caused strangu- 
lation. On invostigiition it was found 
that Allen had taken a strap from around 
his body and fastened one and to the iron 
grating of the window in the cell door; 
the ptliur end ho ran through a buckle 
luade a slip- nouae and placed tt arouifd 
his neck. He then crowded two blankets 
between tho strap and the door to prevent 
the body from touching and soon accom- 
plished the terrible purpose of strangling 
out the last spark of life. 

TIIU DROUGHT. 

Duiiiaj;:<! to Crops and Demrnr- 
tion of Fruit Trees. 

Very deplorable accounts roach us from 
Washington Territory and Dregoii re- 
apecting the condition nf tho cri>p», which 
are being literally burned up by the 
drought and tho hot winds which have 
prevailed for many weeks past. The same 
effects from the same causes are notice 
able in this provence. On Saanieh 
peninsula wheat, oats and roots are sullur- 
ing severely and will scarcely produce 
half a croj. All about Victuria fruit 
trees are dying. Several beautiful or- 
chards on Cadboro liny road are badly 
blighted, and in every locality where 
there is not a bountiful supply of water 
for irrigation shade and fruit trees are 
withering. This is a serious ooiidilion of 
affairs, and severe losses which the lapse 
of many yeare will be necessary to repair 
have already been inflicted.

Indians Leavinff for Germany. 

Yesterday Professor Jacobaon and hia 
brother departed on tho Olympian en 
route til Berlin. Thoy were accompanied 
by nine Imlians from tho west coast of 
the Bulla Bella tribe, intended for exhi- 
bition at the Royal iVluseum at Berlin. If 
the Indians could conceivu the amount of 
land and water they must travel over bo- 
fore reaching Germany, the strauge 
sights of the great cities and hundreda of 
novelties to tliem, life would appear a 
great conundrum and it would 
be hard to prevail upon them to forsake 
their primitive existence and niaiinera. 
Kach of these Indians receives §20 a month 
and all expenses during their absence 
including transportation both ways. Thoy 
will bo (|uite civilized when they return a 
yciir hence. The professor carried sev- 
eral tons of curios with him which ccjst 
over $4,000. He has purchased and 
shipped from this coast in all about 
$111,000 worth of Indian curios.

PItysiciiiiis l'i-4Mlii't Iliucli Sick- 
iiciis Unless ilie Street Druins 
arc Cleansed. 



Tile lioiit was ao oppressive yesterday 
that several business men closed their 
places and sought sumo cool retreat, where 
the usual invectives passed relative to its 
"being deuced hot." These sultry days 
cause a yreat nniouiit of sickness in the 
city, owing jjartly t> tho terrible iloath- 
dculing uiiasina and nuxioiis stenches that 
arise from the Olthy drains on every street 
in tho city. A Culonist roporter called 
upon aomi) prominent physicians yester- 
day and made enquiries relative to the 
ofTect of the hot weather on the health of _ 
the city. The univoraal opinion waa 
given that if tho [)resent hot weather con- 
tinues in .Vugii.-it, ami some steps are not 
taken by the city to clean out tho horrible 
gutters along our principal streets, there 
will be an epidemic here in apito of tho 
bracing sea breeise and fine climate. At 
noon yesterday tho masses of filth were 
just boiling under the rays of the sun, 
and the air of the citj- was so impreg- 
nated witli the fiuil (idor that it is u won- 
der half the [Xipiilatioii are not down to- 
day with tho chulura or some other in- 
feciUDUs dLicase usually brouded by just 
audi i)e9t holes aa lie for tnonths along 
our best thoroiiglifares with no sign of 
cleansing them by the city. The medical 
gentlemen loudly deiuumceil tlio wanton 
carolessneas of the city govornmont in 
alUiwim; the streets nf this city to lay 
foul and so uninviting that strangers are 
beginning to bo alarmed lust some con- 
tagion ia brooding in tho slunis and gut- 
tor [ Is. It would be an easy mutter to 

turn on tho various hydrants throughout 
the city and wash most of tho acouiiiu- 
latod debris ini.o tho bay, where it would 
li.iat away wit^lij fh'e tide. What is the 
chainifaU'g ftir, if not to keep tho streets 
ill oriier and not so Slthy that thoy are 
diingoroiia to the health of tho com- 
munity.

After the reading of these depositiona, 
which occupied considerable time, Mr. 
Diniuiick, assistant postmaster of Port- 
land, and Mr. J. J. Murphy, postoflice 
inspector, were called as witnesses. The 
latter testified as to the admission of 
Uibbs at the time of his arrest. He stated 
among'other things that Mr. Hibbs ad- 
mitted the issuing of 878 fraudulent mon- 
ey orders and the receipt of $15,000 or 
.^20,000 upon the same, ho olaiming that 
the oH'ence he had cuininittod was not 
forgery. 

At the close of Mr. iMuiphy's tostimo- 
nuuiy the case waa adjourned until 12:30 
p in. this day, when other testimony will 
hoard, and the views nf the counael will 
probably be-submitted.

The evils of intemperance are being 
placed before the public by our temper- 
unco organizations, yet an example from 
real life seldom gets into print depicting 
the attendant misery a drunken husband 
may inllicl on his wife and children. For

The J*ossJbtlit}r of War Between 
the ITuited States and Chile. 

There are some well-grounded fears 
that the United States may boccme em- 
broiled in some South American ditBcul- 
ties before many months. While there is 
but little information given out to the 
public at the state department relative to 
the matter, it is known that there are 
some delicate ([Uestions involved upon 
r.hich the administration has {.rofound 
and settled convictions. The release of 
Santos, the American citizen who is held 
as a prisoner by the authorities of Ecua 
dor, has been decided upon at all hazards. 
The president is thoroughly convinced 
that it is the duty »( tho United States to 
protect and roleaao this citizen, 
and, while he does not desire to 
act hastily, yet he will use the strong 
hand if tho eircumstances of tho case de- 
mand, and if the result wished for cannot 
bo obtained in any other way. Tho naval 
steamer Iroquois has been sent down to 
Guayaquil with sealed orders, to be 
opened only in the event that Eucador re- 
fuses point blank to release Santos, In 
such case tho orders are to be opened and 
carried out to the letter.^ It is nst a dif- 
ficult matter to imagine what those orders 
are. On all hands it is admitted that they 
direct the otlicers of the Iroqucjia to re- 
loaso the unfortunate prisoner, by force, 
if necessary. 

Just here an interesting story is being 
told in diplomatic circles which may pos- 
sibly lead this country to wish it had a 
hotter navy, It ia commonly reported 
that Eucador and Chile have entered into 
an alliance ofTensive and defensive, and 
that if tho government of Eucador decides 
not to give upSanto, Chile willstand by her 
neighbor and daro the United .States to 
carry out its threat. It would be the height 
of foolishneaa for any of our veasola to cope 
with the Esmeralda of tho Chilean navy, 
which ia regarded as one of the finest war 
ships alloat. The feeling of hostility to 
tho United Statoi on tlio part of Chile 
dates back to the time of the Chile- 
Poruvian war. During that contest the 
sympathies of our officers and men on 
duty there were undeniably with the 
Peruvians. This was brought about by 
tho almost incredible atrocities practiced 
upon the Peruvians by their captora. I If 
course, our olHcers and men took no part 
in tho war, but Admiral Lynch, of the 
Esmeralda, loat no opportunity of giving 
them to understand that his uovurnment 
would not object, if circumstances should 
warrant, to his steaming up to San Francis- 
co and laying tribute upon tho city. With 
her armament the Esmeralda could lay 
outside of the range of our largest guns and 
shell any city on our coast at her leisure. 
This ia the reaaon why Chile ia ao arogant 
at thia particular time. If Ecuador and 
Chile have entered into the alliance 
spoken of, the ordering of the Iroquois to 
Guayaquil partakes a great deal of tho 
order of the burlesque, although it might 
be a dengerous "traveraity should Lynch 
take it into his head to attack our puny 
ship-of-war. All tho circumatances are - 
well known at tho state and navy depart- 
ments, but it is announced that there will 
bo no backdown, and that Santos' roleaao 
will be effected, coat what it will. Per- 
haps a complication such as is liable to 
ensuo will have a good ellect upon con- 
gress and teach it the lesson which it will 
evidently learn in no other way — that the 
United States ought and must have a 
first-class navy if we expect to take our 
proper place among the great nations of 
the world. — Washington Sjyeciul to Boxion 
Traveller, July 9. 

European ITIail. 

(I'or Northern i'aeiflu ilailwny.) 
It was reported that a largo whale had 
boon seen in the Clyde between the Cloch 
and Ashtoii. It appeared to be about of) 
feet long. Yachtmen also report having 
seen two whales between tho Cumbraeand 
Wemyaa Bay point, Fiahermen view the 
presence of these monatera in the river aa 
an augury of a good season's herring fish- 
ing. 

A peculiar action for assault came be- 
fore tho Exchequer at Dublin. It was 
brought by a medical student ii.gainBt the 
proprietor of a music hall. The plaintiff 
alleged that^, because he hissed a disloyal 
song about "John Brown and the Widow" 
— meaninglHer Majesty and the late John 
Brown — ho was attacked and assaulted, 
and thrown out of the music hall by tho 
proprietor. Tho plaintiff 's counsel con- 
tended that it was not or.ly his right, but 
his duty, as a loyal man, to express his 
disapproval. The defendant asked to 
have tho caae r^/nitted to an inferior tri- 
bunal, but the court refused to remit it. 
Baron Dowso said that if tho song waa of 
tho character alleged by the plaintiff, it 
was certainly in execrable taste. The 
Irish people had political feelings, and 
strong ones, too [laughter], but they could 
not permit an insult to a woman — the 
greatest Queen who over sat on tho throne 
of England, [.\pplause in court ] 

At the central criminal court, London, 
before Mr. Justice Day, Victor Emman- 
uol Weeks, 16, pleaded guilty to tho man- 
slaughter of hia brother. Prince George 
Weeks. Tho deceased was an elder broth- 
er of the prisoner, and they resided at 
.Vshford, in Middlesex. On the day of 
tho occurrence thoy wore out walking to- 
gether, the prisoner at tho time carrying 
a bunch of flowers, and the deceased ap- 
peared to have struck tho flowers the pri- 
soner was carrying with his stick. This 
seemed to have irritated the prisoner, and 
he struck tho deceased witli a knife, and 
inflicted a wound which caused his death. 
Mr. Poley, who appeared for tho priaoner, 
said that at the time of the sad occurrence 
tho prisoner had a knife in his hand with 
which he !iad been cutting wild flowers to 
present to a young lady, and in a moment 
of sudden aiigor ho inflicted tho mortal 
injury upon tho deceased, an act which' 
he would regret for the remainder of his 
existence. Sentence was deferred. 

Tho following incident, showing tho 
voracity of a brown trout, was related to 
an Irish correspondent of the Field a fow 
days ago by an Eniiliah gentleman who 
had been fishing at Watervillo. While 
trout fishing one day in the little river 
which connects L mgh Cuirane or Waier- 
ville Lake with the aea, his man hooked, 
just above the bridge which spana the 
near end of tho river, a fish which gave 
him a considerable amount of p'ay. Ho 
succeeded in landing it, iMr. Hotchkiiig 
coming up in the meantime. The tiali 
proved to be a brown trout, weighing lA 
lb., and appeared unuaually,plunip and 
fat. Mr. Hotchkins, o.b|erji>iiig the dis- 
tonted appearance of thea'tomach, ordered 
hia man to rip it open, whou to hia as- 
tonishment ho found tt fully fledged apar-^ 
row, quite perfect, without oven a feather 
disturbed, and which he said could imt 
have been many minutoa in the trout's 
stomach. Hia curiosity still further 
aroused by this discovery, he searched 
the arch of tho bridge, and there foniid a 
sparrow's nost with several young birds in 
it. 

A inei ting^lof shipOArners was hold in 
Laith with refeiu.ioe to the present de- 



pression in trade. It waa pointed out 
that on the Clyde and at Grangemouth a 
reduction had already been made in the 
wages of seamen und firemen, and while 
tho meeting hoped that some improve- 
ment might yet take place, it was pro- 
posed to adopt a similar policy to that 
taken previous to the half -yearly oiigago- 
mont of crows in .July,. 1884, wlieii the 
following notice was issued by the sh'ip- 
ownors: "'Owing to tho existing de- 
pression in the shipping trade, and the 
difliculty of obtaining roinuiiprative em- 
ployment for steamers, reductions in tho 
rfttes of WHgos have been made at ofher 
ports. The Leith shipowners are averse 
to taking this atop if it can possibly be 
avoided; but if tho present dopreaaion 
continues they will bo compelled, how- 
ever reluctantly, either to make a reduc- 
tion of wages or to lay up some of thoir 
ships, and this intimation is given in order 
that all parties miy understand tho state 
of matters, and be prepared for tho possi- 
bility of such a atop becoming necsaaary. 

In tho course of swearing the jurymen ' 
at tho Old Bailey, London, a summona 
sunt to a man named Giles was handed in 
endorsed "Dead." This summona was 
ruturnod through tho post olhon to the 
summoning officer. But tho person suin- 
nioiiOd was identified in court, and on 
being called forward the common sorjeant 
said he thought that further proceedings 
should be taken agninst him. Ho (the 
cominon serjoant) then left tho court for 
tho purpose of consulting the recorder. 
On returning, his lordship said that the 
recorder desired to have time to consider 
the matter, as such a case had not occurr- 
ed during his experieuea. Mr. Giles did 
not deny that the endorsement was in hia 
handwriting, and a juryman who had been 
sworn -stated that ho knew Mr. Giles, 
whoso father had been dead about nine 
years. For the last five years ho had 
managed the business of his mother, and 
no doubt he thought that the summona 
was for his father. The common aorjoant 
said thot could scarcely be, aa he (Mr. 
(iilos) must have known that tho suin- 
niuiis waa for liimself. Eventually the 
common Serjeant fined Mr. Giles £10 for 
non-attendance, and it waa underatood 
that he would be aummoned for next ses- 
sions.
